Venneman was taken before Justice 
Werremeyer, who at first announced 
that because of the critical condition of 
Mrs. Venneman at St. Luke’s Hospital 
he would refuse to fix bond for the pris- 
: oner. Later he said he would hold Ven- 
f neman under $20,000 bail. ‘Edwin W. 

Mills and Robert Powell, Venneman’s 

attorneys, argued that this bond was 

excessive and promised that their client 
; would not leave the court’s jurisdiction, 
whatever the outcome of Mrs. Venne- 
man’s injury might be. Justice Werre-" 
meyer then fixed the bond at $7500 and 
Venneman was remanded to jail. Later 
“@' Was released on bond signed by his

hearing has been set for Feb. 6. 

Attorneys Powell and Mills. with- 
drew the habeas corpus proceedings 
which they started Thursday night to 
obtain Venneman’s release on the ground 
that no legal charge had been made 
against him.

In this statement Lashly said that 
after separately questioning Mrs. Ven- 
neman and her husband, he found man: 
essential differences in their accounts 
of the shooting. He also said that Ven- 
nema@n told many conflicting stories and 
that some of the: occurrences he de- 
scribed were physically impossible. 

Venneman, according to Lashly, when 
asked for a description of the burglar. 
said: “He was about my size. He wore 
a long overcoat, a slouch hat, black 
gloves and a black mask which met nis 
hat above his eyes.”’ 

- On this point Lashly, in his dictated 
statement, says: 

“When asked how he was uble to 
furnish such a detailed description of 
the marauder, since he had already 
stated that the room was darx, he re- 
plied: ‘By the flashes of the gun.’ 

“Today he changed this and said 
first, that the street iight was shin- 
ing in at the window. Then, when 
told that the street lights were out, 
> he said it was getting daylight, and 
“ ‘ after being shown that this was an im- 

possibility, if the shooting «occurred 
between 3 and 3:30 a. m., as he had 
previously stated, he said that tha moon 
was shining in at the window.

“The people at the electric light sta- 
tion put me in the boiler room and gave 
me hot drinks, and when I left them 
they fitted me out with a coat and hat. 

Ashamed to Return Home,

They Act on Request From Min- 
nesota for Inquiry, Find 
Widow’s Family Destitute.

The plight of four children, who were 
found Friday half-starved in a rocm on 
the thfra floor of 1929 Olive street by 
the police, was revealed by a letter re- 
ceived from Charles Stahl of Stillwater, 
Minn. 

The mother of the children, Mrs, Jen- 
nie Stahl, a widow, had written a letter 
to her Minnesota relative appealing for 
aid. Stahl communicated with the St. 
Louis police and asked them to find out 
whether Mrs. Stahl was destitute. 

Sergt. Stinger and Patrolman Tyndall 
found the four children in a room con- 
taining two beds, & stove, a small quan- 
tity of coal, a dog, and a cat. The chil- 
dren were eating tainted fish and ap- 
peared almost famished. 

The children are Claude, 18 years old; 
Joseph, 9; Grace, 8, and Curtis, 18 
months old. They had been left in 
charge of the eldest child by the 
mother, who is & scrubwoman at the 
Funsten Bros: Fur Company, Second 
and Elm streets. 

The oldest boy told the police his 
mother left home every day at 5:30 a. 
m. and did not return until 9 p. m. He 
gaid she provided food from her earnings, 
but that they rarely had more than one 
frugal meal a day. 

Richard Woodall, who lives on the 
second floor of the building, told the po- 
lice he frequently had seen the children 
scramble for scraps of food thrown away 
by neighbors. He said he occasionally 
gave food to the children, but Mrs. 
Stahl seemed too proud to accept char- 
ity. 

Mrs. Stahl shows evidence of refine- 
ment and was a stenographer before 
her marriage, according to neighbors. 
They said she worked hard and would 
not ask for aid. 

The police threw away the fish the 
children were eating and bought food 
for them._ They will be turned over to 
the Juvenile Court.

Youth Who Says He’s the Lover 
of Glyn Novel Accused of 
Taking Dancer’s Watch.

HIS NERVES ARE WRECKED 











Lady Abdy, English Hostess, Ac- 
cused Him of Gem Theft, 
but Case Collapsed.

NEW YORK, Jan. 8L.—“Baby Paul” fs 
in the Tombs! 

“Yes, alas, ‘tis but too true. ‘Baby 
Paul,’ the golden-haired hero of Elinor 
Glyn’s ‘Three Weeks,’ has been arrested 
and committed to a horrid cell in that 
dreadful prison. 

“It's simply all pure malice and 
spite,” said Paul—who is down on the 
prison books as Charlies Robinson but 
owns to the names of Paul Allen and 
Prince de Clairmont—fust woman’s re- 
venge. I am here solely because of 
two women. 

“One of them is Mrs. G. B. Fox, a 
cabaret agent and stenographer, with 
offices in the Putnam Building. .The 
second is Miss Patsy Arlington, who 
says I took her watch. But how can I 
discuss such a thing? It’s all lies, noth- 
ing but lies. 

“I have only been in this country 
about eight months, appearing at pri- 
vate receptions and so on—I’m a clas- 
sical dahncer, you know. I met this 
Miss Arlington through Mrs. Fox, and 
I did give her a trial, as I was looking 
for a partner. Finally I told her she 
was hopeless. Perhaps that may be one 
reason why she has made this absurd 
charge against me. 


Too Dreadful for Words. 

“It has all been simply too dreadful 
for words to describe. First this miser- 
able detective took me to the police sta- 
tion and left me there, telling me he 
would be back in about ten minutes. I 
was utterly taken aback, you know, be- 
cause I hadn’t the faintest idea what it 
was all about. And that detective never 
came back and I had to spend the whole 
night in that awful station, sitting on 
a wooden bench, with the most dreadful 
lot of drunken men all around me. 

“Then in the morning I was taken 
down before the Magistrate, and the de- 
tective told me that if I only kept quiet 
he would have me out in ten minutes. 
Tt was dreadful the way he lied to mé, 
Then I was taken down to this awful 
place and I was told I had been held 
for $1000 ball. 

“And then think of the Interruption 
to my book. Yes, I am writing a book,

“When I was brought here, my first 
thought was to keep everything from 
the papers if possible, so I gave the 
name of Charles Robinson, but now one 
of these women, I suppose, has let the 
secret of my identity escape.” 


Anonymous Letter to Judge. 

The carefully guarded secret of the 
“Prince de Clairmont” escaped through 
ean anonymous letter to Magistrate Cor- 
rigan, which letter, Paul says, must 
have been written by one of his three 
feminine persecutors. 

An investigation by Magistrate Cor- 
rigan disclosed that “Charles Robinson” 
had Been arraigned before him on a 
larceny charge on the complaint of 
Fratsy Arlington, who dances at cabarets 
and lives at 130 West _Forty-seventh 
street. She complained she had in- 
trusted her watch to “Baby Paul's” 
keeping, and that he had refused to re 
turn it. He was held for the grand 
jury and sent to jafl two weeks ago. 

“Baby Paul” caused a flutter when 
he arrived here last June. He was 
lavishly interviewed and talked freely 
about Mrs. Glyn and the mysterious 
heroine of “Three Weeks” and his own 
impressions of America, and so on. 

And then one or two newspapers print- 
ed that story about Lady Abdy and the 
éiamond brooch—which “‘Paul” says hap- 
pened to his halfbrother, yeu know, 
and not to him at allend after that 
the hero of “Three Weeks” gently faded 


jinto the background. 


His first unceremontous introéuction 
to the police of New York ease fast 
November, when some of Inapecter 
Dwyer’s men raided the tenth flecr of 
the Hotel Gerard, where Paul was stay- 
ing, and startled him dreadfufty.

Lady Abdy, His Widnight Hostess, 
Accused Him of Gem Theft. ~ 

LONDON, Jan. 81.—Clairmont Joce- 

lyn Preston Arnot, alias Prince de 
Clairmont, who calls himself Paul Aflen 
in New York, where he is under arrest, 
is the same man who was in the Bow 
Street Police Court Nov, 4, 1911, charged 
with robbing Lady Abdy, widow ef Sir 
William Abdy. 
. Arnot, aa he was known here, then 
descrfbed himself as an actor and said 
he was 23 years ol4. On a boat train 
from Dover he met Ledy Abdy, who 
had inherited fortunes from two aged 
husbends. A few nights later Arnot 
was invited to a Gimner gtven by Lady 
Abédy at the Savoy Mote. 

It was 3 o’clock in the morning and 
all thé guests except Arfict hed left 
the hotel. Ledy Abdy retired to her 
room and Arnot, according to her, fol- 
lowed her in, asking permission, which 
she granted. 

When he departed a brooch valued at 
$3500 was missing. nts arrest fol- 
lowed, and the detectives reported that 
he hed confessed, saying he had pawned 
the brooch for $1%. He also showe:l 
letters addressed to “Prince de Ciair- 
mont, Hotel de l’Arcade, Paris.” 

Arnot in police court dented he had 
stolen the widow's brooch, but sald she 
had made him a present of it, and had 
proposed marriage to him, The magis- 
trate committed Arnot for trial, and 
his sister, Mrs. Blanche Hackett, a 
fashionably dressed woman possessing 
a substantial income, and owning three | 
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] residences in London, went his bail for 
$2500. 


At the tria! Lady Abdy admitted that 
champagne and other drinks had been 
served freely at the dinner, and the case 
collapsed. According to her, Arnot rep- 
resented that he had an annual income 
Of $15,000, Because of his arrest he 
brought suit for damages against Lady 
Abdy, and a jury decided he had been 
injured just one farthing’s worth. 

Lady Abdy, on Jan. 17, married Mau- 
rice Grant, an PEnglish artist of inde- 
pendent means, and 13 years her junior. 

In July, 1911, she was credited with 
having proposed marriage to the Earl 
of Yarmouth, whose marriage to Alice 
Copley Thaw, sister of Harry Thaw, 
was annulled by the English courts. At 
the time it was said Lady Abdy was to 
provide for Yarmouth’s personal ex- 
penses and both parties were to have 
entire liberty of conduct.

“TOO MUCH ECONOMY” 





Demands Made for Improvement 
—‘Business Man Needed for 
Postmaster-General.”’ 





The postal service in St. Louis is the 
subject of much criticism by business 
men, particularly those who receive 
large quantities of mail. 

Recently the Post-Dispatch has re- 
ceived complaints by telephone and by 
mail regarding the service. Business 
men declare the postal service has not 
kept stride with commercial progress, 

Business men:interviewed by FPost- 
Dispatch reporters have divergent views 
regard the cause of what they consider 
ungatisfactory mail service, but all agree 
that it should be improved, or at least 
not be permitted to deteriorate. 

While they do not agree as to whether 
the St. Louis department or the one at 
Washington should be blamed, the busi- 
ness men are a unit in declaring there 
should be a vast improvement in the 
local service. 

Drug House Complains. 

S. B. Simpson, assistant to the man- 
ager of the Meyer Brothers Drug Co.. 
one of the largest handlers of mail in 
the city, said that, while the local post- 
office: officials have always shown an 
inclination to be accommodating, he 
and others whose daily work is the 
handling of mail for large wholesale 
houses have complaints. 

“Mail that ought to reach us at 6:30 
a. m. does not get to the store until 
after’8 a. m.,” said Simpson, “and in 


} Our business the loss of two hours in 


getting mail may mean a delay of 24 
hours in filling orders. 

“W. send to the main postoffice for 
our mail, as we realize it would not be 
fair to the postal employes to expect 
them to deliver the large quantities we 
receive. Letters which we believe shoul i 
reach the store on the first collection 
do not get into the hands of our col- 
lectors until the second and sometimes 
third trip. Mail which reaches the city 
between midnight and 6 a. m. is not 
assorted at the postoffice until after 
6:30 a. m., because the night force at 
the main postoffice was recently re- 
duce: to one man and he works only 
unti] midnight. 

“Late mail remains unassorted in the 
postoffice until the day force goes on 
duty at 6:30 a. m. In the meantime we 
have made our first collection and have 
missed a big portion of our early morn- 
inc mail, 

“We receive many orders in the 8 
c’clock collection that we should have 
received at 6:30 and some of those orders 
cannot be filled until the next day. 

‘“T recently took up the matter with 
the assistant superintendent of distribu- 
tion and he promised to see what he 
could do about improving the service.” 

Shapleigh Complains. 

R. W. Shapleigh, president of the 
Norvell-Shapleigh- Hardware Co., said 
he thought that the fault was not with 
the local postoffice, but with officials 
in charge at Washington. 

“What we need is a business man as 
Postmaster-General,’’ he said, “a man 
who realizes the importance of goo 
mail facilities. I do not say that %t. 
Louis is being discriminated against, 
but we are certainly five and six hours 
behind in the receipt of our mail. The 
letters are handled rapidly after they 
reach the local postoffice. I am not 
criticising the work there, but the trains 
bearing the mail do not reaeh the city 
on a fair schedule. 

“The last mail schedule affecting St. 
Louis and surrounding territory was 
made up in 190. Under that schedule 
there are no Eastern mail trains a*° 
riving here in the night. Eastern ~na.! 
reaches St Louis only between <he 
hours of { and 8 p. m. and 7 and 8 
am. Taere may be a train or two 
between those hours, but none to 
amount to anything. The result is trat 
mail which should reach the postoffice 
late at night and be assorted in time 
for early delivery the following morn- 
ing does not get here until after we 
have started to work on our 6 o'clock 
collection. 

“The delay of mail is a serious hand- 
icap to commerce, and it takes a 
business man to appreciate the 
portance of a perfect mail service," 

Delay in Receiving Papers. 
Persons who receive large quantities of 
newspapers complain that they do aot 
get as many in. the first collection at 
the postoffice as they formerly did. The 
service began to decline, they say, 
about the time the new postoffice on 
Eighteenth street waz completed sev- 
eral months ago. 
Individual mail collectors who go ti 
the postoffice at Eighth and Olive 
streets at 6:30 a. m., expecting to zet 
a large sackful of papers, as they fo.- 
merly did, recelve only a small portion. 
They are told that the rest of the mail 
has not been sent down from the new 
postoffice. In the 8 o'clock collection 
they receive many papers that should 
have been ready for delivery at 6 
o'clock, they say. ; 
It also frequently happens that pa- 
pers dated Tuesday reach their destina- 
tion a day before the Monday papers, 
it is complained. 

Tee Much Heenomy.

“St. Louis is behind in the matter of 
postal service. Other cities get much 
better service. For instance, in other 
cities, some of them no larger than St. 
Louis, there are seven and eight deliv- 
erles of mail each day. Here we have 
}only five in the business district and 
three in the residence district. The first 
mail delivered in the residence district 
reaches the homes no earlier than 9 a. m. 
In some cities the first delivery to resi- 
dences is as early as 7 o’clock. 


Tube Service Extension. 

“The gross receipts of the St. Louis 
Postoffice are about $5,000,000 annually 
and the expenses of the service amount 
to about $2,000,000, leaving a net revenue 
of about $3,000,000. That amount of 
money goes toward helping to improve 
the postal service in other cities and 
extending the rural free delivery zones, 
but not a penny of it is used in im- 
proving the St. Louis service, which 
certainly needs much improvement. 

“St. Louis business men have been 
urging an extension of the tube service 
which does away with the ancient meth- 
od of transporting mail from the post- 
office to business houses by wagon and 
sack.’”” 

O. F. Richards, general manager. and 
R. M. Burton, assistant general man- 
ager of the Simmons Hardware Co., 
are of the opinion that St. Louis ought 
to have a better mail train schedule 
and an extended tube service. 

“We don’t want to see the service 
deteriorate,” said Richards. 

Mail Delivery Elsewhere. 

I. H. Sawyer, president of the 
Louis Manufacturers’ 
Association, said:

Postmaster’s gatement. 

Postmaster Thomas J. Akins told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the business 
men could not discuss the postal service 
intelligently without first inspecting the 
new plant near Union Station and see- 
ing for themselves the #mount of work 
that is being done there. 

“Realizing that in this strenuous age 
the city making the quickest mail de- 
livery gets the most business, I have 
tried to co-operate with the business 
men to give them the quickest mail 
service possible, so they Can get their 
orders filled the same day they receive 
them,” said he. “A desire to see the, 
population increased #180 inspired me to 
strive for a quick service. 

“IT do not care to criticise the rail- 
roads, but I cannot see why the post- 
office should be blamed for delay if the 
train mail service is irregular. We have 
been bothered to a great extent by late- 
arriving trains. 

“T have practiced economy in the man- 
agement of the postoffice, but not at 
the expense of the service. We have in 
St. Louis the most complete postal serv- 
ice in the world. We have equipment 
for the automatic handling ~f mail that 
will be adequate even should the popu- 
lation of the city reach the 1,500,000 
mark. We have had to draw on our 
mail-distributing forces to man the me- 
chanical end of the business, but the ef- 
ficien¢y of the service has not suffered 
on that account. 

Other equipment to go into the plant 
will have to wait on special appropria- 
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the service will not be perfect. 

“We make 22 collections and as many 
distributions each day in the wholesale 
and manufacturing district, and in ad- 
dition have the pneumatic tube service 
running from the main building on 
Eighteenth street to the central station 
on Eighth street and to the bridge sta- 
tion at Third street and Washingon 
avenue. We also employ nine auomo- 
biles in the downtown section. 


“While some business men are urg- 
ing an extension of the tube service, it 
would thot do for me to recommend 
anything along that line any more than 
to recommend more automobiles or 
more trolley cars. I would be accused 
of promoting the interests of one con- 
cern at the sacrifice of others. Ths 
autos and street cars, in my opinion, 
are doing as good’ work as the pneu- 
matic tubes. 

Complaints Common. 

“In regard to shortening the working 
hours of some of the fortes, that is reg- 
ulated by law. Every man in the serv- 
ice has to work sd many hours a day, 
and a trip through the plant will con- 
vince anyone that none of the employes 
is idling. 

“Complaints about the postal service 
are common in other cities as well as in 
St. Louis, but the business men of this 
city, if they would acquaint themselves 
with the workings of the department 
here, weuld point to the local service 
with pride. 

“Every position in the department ex- 
cept that of the Postmaster himself is 
filled by civil service. The Postmaster, 
whether a business man or politician, 
must learn the postal business, as it is 
entirely different from any commercial 
line.”

THORPE CASE STILL ALIVE, 


“If the A. A. U. has for its mot- 
to the advancing of amateur athlet- 
ics, then the Eastern branch is go- 
ing about it in a mighty peculiar 


‘way. The rules, in black and white, 


say that the protest, as to profes- 
sionalism, eligibility, | fairness and 
any other forms of protest against 
an athlete, must be heard not more 
than thirty days after the athletic 
event has taken place. This rule has 
been unheeded by Mr. Sullivan, and 


while he has the power to stop an. 


athlete performing in this country, 
if he cares to disregard the A. A. U. 
laws, he has absolutely no power or 
right to dictate as to the Olympic 
trophies won in a foreign country, 
where from three to five representa- 
tives from each participating coun- 
try are on duty as the judges and 
officials. 


“The case of James Thorpe should 
be handled as in major league base- 
ball. If a protest comes up, the af- 
fair is carried to the national body 
and the case decided by the entire 
vote. One man can not decide the 
fate of the offender. The case of 
Thorpe should be openly presented 
to the 15 representatives who made 
up the Olympic Committee, and if 
this body cares to have the Indian 
give up his trophies, then it is all 
right.” 


MAY SAVE TROPHIES. 


S a matter of fact, Thorpe’s case 

was NOT deeided by Secretary— 
not President—James E. Sullivan of the 
A. A. U., but by the Executive Com- 
mittee, 


Furthermore, no rule of the American 
A. A. U. is necessarily binding on tne 
International Olympic Committee, whieh 
eventually is to deci’e whether Therpe 
Shall retain or surrender his Olympic 
trophies. ae 


The %-day rule, besides not app 
to Olympic affairs, can have absolutely 
no bearing on Thorpe’s remaining an 
amateur. 
Thorpe’s confession would bar him, irre- 
spective of any 30-day clause. 


Kindness by the International Com- 
mittee may save Thorpe the bust of the 
King of Sweden and the silver viking 
trophies of his victories in the 
decathlon and pentathlon at Stockholm.

NOT A SINGLE PROTEST 





Eugene Cuendet, Colin Selph, 
Charles A. Stix and Others 
Lend Indorsement. 





Wealthy residents, merchants, law- 
yers and owners of small homes ap- 
proved the bill pending in the Muni- 


cipal Assembly to increase the pay 
of members of the Fire Department, 
and applauded speakers who urged 
the passage of the measure, at the 
public hearing’ Thursday night be- 
fore a joint committee of the City 
Council and House of Delegates. No 
piotests were filed. 

Chairman Julius Haller of the com- 
mittee announced when the hearing 
opened that the opponents to the’ Dill 
would be heard first so that those 
favoring the measure could answer 
the objections raised. Nobody arose 
to voice an objection. When Haller 
called for statements from those ap- 
proving the bill several men were on 
their feet immediately anxious to be 
heard, 

Eugene Cuendet, 4 Hortense place, 
was one of the first to urge the pass- 
age of the bill. He declared that he 
has attended many fires and has seen 
the devotion of firemen to their duty. 
ivery fire endangers life, he declared, 
and a fireman earns a year’s salary 
it every big fire. 

“You ought to increase the pay, and 
do it right>~while you are at it,” he 
told the committee, 

Cuendet is regarded by the firemen 
as a “Big Brother.” He frequently 
leaves his bed at night to accom- 
pany the ftre department to a blaze. 
He is made welcome in every engine 
house in the city. 

$1.04 for Eight Hours. 

Colin M. Selph, representing the 
Million Population Club, declared he 
had discussed the merits of the bill 
with many residents and had not 
found a man against the increase in 
pay. He declared that figuring the 
pay of firemen on an eight-hour-day 
basis they receive only $1.04 for a 
day of eight hours. 

Charles A. Stix, representing a delega- 
‘ion of large taxpayers, declared that 
records show that the St. Louis Fire 
Department leads the world in the small 
amount of loss by fire per run. He 
stated that the average loss per fire in 
St. Louis is $229, while in New York, 
with its large, well-paid department, the 
less per run averages $536. He indorsed 
the increase in salary. 

Ben Westhus, representing the South 
Proadway Merchants’ Association, urged 
ihe Municipal Assembly to increase the. 
yay of all the members of the depart- 
r:ent. He said that the present salary is 
pitiably small. 

“The privates, who do the real work, 
are directed™by one of the finest corps 
of officers in the country,’’ he declared. 
“The captains are picked men, and do 
not drive their men into burning build- 
ings, but they lead them in.” 

Will Promote Efficiency. 

Simon S. Bass, in behalf of lawyers 
and various civie organizations, de- 
clared that the raise in salary is badly 
needed to keep up the efficiency of the 
department, which stands third in the 
United States in the number of runs 
made during the year. 

The South Forest Park Residents’ Im- 
provement Association sent a delegation 
of 15 to the hearing to indorse the bill. 
Other civic societies sent several repre- 
sentatives. About 400 persons attended 
the hearing, filling the House of Dele- 
gates chamber and galleries. 

Among the other speakers, and the or- 
ganizations they represent,, were: John 
Kissner, North St. Louis Business Men’s 
Association; E. W. Scott, R. T. Brown- 
rigg and Sam Goldstein, Franklin Ave- 
nue Business Men’s Association; K. G. 
Bellairs, South Forest Park Residents’ 
Association, and the Central Avenue 
Improvement Association, Assessor 
Christian Brinkop, F. C. Bretsnyder and 
W. W. Thompson.
